SHIPMENT 


Begins  about  the  first  of  March  and  lasts  until  May  15.  We  can 
ship  your  order  any  time  you  state  in  your  letter,  weather  being  favor¬ 
able.

MASTODON  EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRY— 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  everbearing  class, 
many  varieties  have  been  tried,  improved  and 
supplanted.  According  to  reports  gathered  from 
all  berry- growing  sections  of  the  country.

Berries  are  bright  red,  atid  resemble  Premier, 
although  they  are  somewhat  larger  and  better 
color.  Very  firm,  and  a  good  shipper.  Excellent 
canner.  Will  undoubtedly  take  the  place  of 
Missionary  and  Klondike  in  the  South,  and  will 
do  well  in  the  North  anywhere  Premier  has  been 
grown. 

RED  GOLD 


RED  GOLD — This  variety  with  that  wild  straw¬ 
berry  flavor  was  introduced  by  Gardner  Nursery 
Company,  Iowa.  A  new  medium  early  variety 
that  seems  to  have  taken  the  country  by  storm 
during  the  past  year  or  two. 

A  wonderful  plant  maker  with  a  strong,  deep¬ 
growing  root  system.  This  is  claimed  to  with¬ 
stand  more  droughts  than  any  other  strawberry 
grown.  The  foliage  is  dark  green  ;  leaves  are 
large,  furnishing  complete  protection  to  both 
flower  and  fruit. 

The  stems-  of  the  plant  remain  upright  and  in 
this  way  the  fruit  is  kept  clean.  They  are  ex¬ 
ceptionally  large,  measuring  10  to  15  inches  long, 
or  more  than  double  the  size  of  Senator  Dunlap 
and  carrying  an  average  of  three  times  as  many 
berries  to  the  stem. 

The  berries  are  very  large  with  a  record  of 
an  individual  berry  that  measured  8%  inches 
around.  The  berries  are  of  distinct  shapes,  hold¬ 
ing  their  size  to  the  end  of  the  long  30-day 
fruiting  season.  They  are  firm  and  meaty  with 
flesh  tender,  filled  with  sweetness  and  a  real 
old-fashioned  strawberry  flavor.  The  color  is 
bright  glossy  red  making  them  exceptionally  at¬ 
tractive  when  marketed.

Burrill  and  Premier.  It  seems  to  have  retained 
all  the  valuable  fruiting  features  of  Premier,  and 
in  addition  has,  like  Dr.  Burrill,  that  wonderful 
ability  to  produce  a  large  number  of  new  plants. 
For  this  reason,  Beaver  is  far  more  certain  than 
Premier  to  produce  a  good  fruiting  row  under 
unfavorable  weather  or  soil  conditions.  The  ber¬ 
ries  are  of  a  deep  glossy  red  which  extends  over 
the  entire  berry  to  the  heart  of  the  fruit.  Is 
very  productive,  hardy  and  frost  resistant  in  both 
bud  and-  blossom.  The  fruit  is  very  firm  and  of 
such  texture  that  it  does  not  require  picking 
more  than  twice  a  week.  Beaver  is  one  of  the 
earliest  varieties,  and  it  extends  over  such  a  long 
period  of  time  that  it  may  also  be  classed  among 
the  late  varieties.  Begins  ripening  three  or  four 
days  before  Premier.  Unsurpassed  as  a  shipper, 
it  will  make  a  good  fruiting  row  on  any  kind  of 
soil.  Leading  growers  are  setting  large  acreage 
to  Beaver,  as  its  ability  to  stand  up  under  ex¬ 
treme  conditions,  rich  color,  size  and  attractive 
appearance  command  the  highest  price. 

COOPER 

COOPER — The  plant  growth  of  Cooper  is  very 
vigorous,  making  a  moderate  number  of  large 
strong  plants  rather  than  tremendous  numbers  of 
smaller  ones.  Under  favorable  conditions,  it  will 
average  even  larger  than  Premier.  It  is  very 
fine  in  quality  and  handsome  in  appearance.  It 
is  excellent  for  roadside  or  nearby  markets,  but 
unsuitable  for  shipping  distances. 

Cooper’s  main  value,  we  believe,  will  be  to 
growers  who  have  a  good  local  market  and  want 
a  berry  somewhat  larger  than  Premier,  other¬ 
wise  we  cannot  see  why  it  should  replace  Pre¬ 
mier  for  a  main  crop  berry  of  this  season. 

When  planting  Cooper  avoid  land  that  is  wet. 
They  are  subject  to  decay. 

Our  plants  are  very  strong  and  well  rooted ; 
well  worth  trying  if  you  have  a  good  local  or 
nearby  market.

It 
is  a  cross  between  the  old  “standby,”  Senator 
Dunlap,  and  Crescent,  closely  resembling  Dun¬ 
lap  in  appearance,  but  claimed  to  produce  big¬ 
ger,  better  berries,  and  more  of  them.  Dr.  Bur- 
rill  is  one  of  the  cleanest,  healthiest  plants  grown, 
never  showing  rust  nor  leaf  spot,  and  so  hardy 
and  adaptable  that  it  produces  a  good  fruh,  crop 
anywhere,  even  in  locations  so  unfavorable  that 
many  promising  varieties  fail.  Valuable  for 
commercial  purposes  or  for  home  use.

BEAUTY — This  variety  is  well  named.  Intro¬ 
ducers  say  that  it  may  just  as  well  have  been 
named  Delicious  or  Keep  Well.  Our  one  year's 
experience  does  not  justify  us  in  giving  a  definite 
opinion  on  the  variety  but  judging  from  that 
one  year  Beauty  will  become  better  liked  as  it 
becomes  better  known.

Capable  of  producing  and  maturing  large  crops 
of  fancy  berries.  The  berries  are  large  in  size, 
dark  red  all  the  way  through,  very  firm  and  re¬ 
markable  keepers.  Every  grower  should  try  and 
get  the  best  for  his  particular  needs.  We  recom¬ 
mend  Beauty  especially  to  those  growers  who 
have  been  using  midseason  varieties.  It  may  be 
that  Beauty  will  show  up  even  better  than  what 
you  have  been  using.  Does  not  require  mulching 
as  it  blooms  late  enough  to  escape  all  frosts. 
This  berry  is  one  of  the  best  for  commercial 
plantings  as  it  will  easily  carry  to  distant  mar¬ 
kets.

Due  to  the  firmness  and  solidity  of  the  berries, 
they  hold  up  well  after  picking.  This  feature  is 
a  great  advantage  to  growers  who  ship  their 
fruit  long  distances. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  in  plant  growth.  The 
foliage  is  a  healthy  dark  green.  Makes  a  fine 
fruiting  row.  It  succeeds  on  all  soils,  but  we 
recommend  a  moist  soil. 

It  blooms  late.  This  is  an  ideal  berry  for  one 
who  lives  in  a  locality  where  late  spring  frosts 
occur. 

The  berry  is  a  deep  red  color,  and  has  a  de¬ 
licious  flavor.  Requires  less  sugar  than  most 
varieties.

Gibson  is  a  very  valuable  variety.  The 
plants  make  a  vigorous  growth  and  are 
very  productive  and  bear  through  a  long 
season.  We  have  had  drought  affect  them 
in  picking  some  seasons  very  badly.  The 
berries  are  medium  in  size,  dark  red  in 
color;  the  quality  is  fine.  The  deep  red 
color  together  with  the  fact  that  the  caps 
or  hulls  part  easily  from  the  berries 
makes  them  very  popular  for  canning. 
Gibson  is  not  a  shipping  berry  but  for 
home  garden  or  local  market  is  very 
valuable  in  most  sections. 


PEARL

of  July,  and  if  it  has  any  faults,  we  have 
failed  to  find  them  after  growing  Pearl 
for  several  years.
